key for Thanksgiving dinner In the 
old days. Often both 
turkey 
and 


chicken pie were served at the same 
dinner. This seems out of place to 
us. but why not serve chicken pie In 
place of turkey? 


While turkey Is more or less tra- 


ditional with 
Thanksgiving, 
any 


"eKtra" roast or meat with an abun- 
dance of regctables makes a satis- 
factory dinner, 


A fresh ham, boned and stuffed, Is 


a delicious substitute for turkey, and 
no one will sigh for the absent bird. 


"Very good thing Is veal pie. when 


you know the lady as made It," ap- 
proved «r, Weller. So why not serve 
a veal and ham pie Instead of turkey?

Fit top 
crust over pie, pinch edges together 
and bake halt an hour In a hot oven. 


If a large pan that has no table 


rack Is useu, pin a neatly folded nap- 
kin around th* pan before sending 
to the table. 


Tbe crust Is made as follows: 


CHICKBX PIE CRUST. 


Four cup* flour, 4 teaspoon* bak- 


ing powder, ^ cup butter and lard 
mixed. 1 teftspqon salt, \ egg yolk, 
water to make a soft dough. 


Mix and sift flour, baking powder 


arid salt. Ru!> In shortening with tips 
of fingers. Beat yolk of egg slightly 
with U COP water and cut Into flonr 
mixture. Add enough more water to 
maks a soft dough. Divide and roll 
on a well-floured board to H Inch 
thickness. Line pan. 
Roll 
out top 


crust. Cut four wide gashes through 
the dough. These must b* cnt wide 
enough to allow for th* rising of 
the dough. The steam MUST be al- 
lowed to escape from a chicken pie 
while baking. 


Dampen the lower crust of the pte 


and press the upper 
crust 
firmly 


against It. Boll and crimp th» edge 
Just HS for ordinary pie. If a glared 
crust 1s desired brush over with the 
white of th«"egg.

TELLS OF ARTIC. 


Hardships that the Artie explorer 


encounters In a land where the tem- 
perature ranges from forty to sixty 
degrees below xero and where an Ice 
cap ranging as high as a mile thick 
covers the entire land, were outlined 
to Ktwanlans Tuesday noon by El- 
mer Eckblaw ot Champaign, former 
lieutenant governor of District No. 4 
of the Klwanls clubs and wbo. for 
four years, explored the Interior of 
Greenland as a member of a party 
from the American Geographic *o- 
clety^ 


Mr. Eckblaw described the land as 


one of extreme beauty, rivaling our 
Grand Canyon in scenic effect. The 
seasons are governed by night and 
day periods with 
two 
months of 


spring and summer and ten ot win- 
ter. 


In the spring, 
according 
to ,the 


ipeaker, the country Is covered with 
flowers and shrubs, there being 130 
varieties of flowering plants, many 
of them similar to those found here. 


Birds and Insects 
are numerous, 


the common bumble-bee and flies be- 
ing found In numbers. 


LIFE OF ESKIMOS. 


Examples of how the Eskimo exist 


were Illustrated by Mr. Eckblaw by 
telling of the life of the typ.cal Es- 
'clmo dog team. These are the friends 
nnd companions of the resident In 
that country, and one grows to know 
and trust them during the long win 
kr seasons. 


The dogs are tractable and friendly 


since they are 
not 
crossed 
with 


wolves, as are the Alaskan add Lab- 
rador animals. 
They fight among 


themselves, but torn upon a strange 
log and fight together 


Each team has a "king" dog which 


administers punishment to his team- 
mates Impartially. This Is done two 
or three times a day, and a badly 
disciplined -team Is generally a dlf 
'Icult one to handle. Driver and lead 
er co-operate In punishing 
team- 


members and a beating from the 
master Is followed by a trouncing 
from the king dog. 


The teams are hitched fan-wise 


tn the traces and driven by means of 
long whips forty or more feet In 
length. 
These are exceedingly hard 


to handle for the novice. 


Mr. Eckblaw, In conclusion, ex- 


pressed regret that he was unable to 
jro further Into the life of the Eski- 
mo, stating that these Inhabitants of 
the frozen regions bad their own 
codes and government. H* '111 prob- 
ably speak at another meeting soon 
and further go into th* subject.
